TRIAL WITH IMS “EUROPA” 


H.MS, £uropa has arrived at Colombe 
from Hongkong on her Belleville boiler trial 
cruise. She had undertaken this with H.M.S. 
Spartiate which had lefe Colambo for Europe 
just before her arrival. The Europa is thus 
des@ribed by the Zimes of Cry on:— — . 

The Europa is a twin-tcrew first-class 
cruiser, 11,070 tons and is of the type of 
cruiser built just befure the Spartiate, than 
which she is 1.507 less horse power: Her 
average speed on the way out ta Hongkong 
was 10.74 knats, a lesser srced than that at 
which the Sfartfate steamed—13 knots, 
though, paradoxical as it may seen, the latter 
speed is more economical than that accom. 
plished by the As-apr, far in the development 
of the lower power more coal is used per ih. p. 
On the whole voyage from Portsmouth to 
Hongkong the Evrefs consumed 4,400 tons 
of coal, agninst 2,6c0 by the Spartiage, Such 
a result as this was anticipated. The 
Spartiate has a far better name as regards 
coal consumption than the Aerofa, Trirls 
with the two cruisers were carried out at Ports- 
mouth, and, with the same staff to work each 
vessel, it was fotind that the Spartiste was 
40 per cent. superior to the Zurofa on her 
coal consumption, The officers of the latter 
vessel, however, are proud of the fact that 
on the trip out to Hongtong, she has pulled up 
considerably ; and, next to the Spartiaze, has 
burned less coal than any other ship of her 
class in the world on that trip. There is no 
doubt, and the officers do not conceal the fact 
that the Lyropa is a more expensive cruiser 
than the Spuriiate. 

. THE SPEED TRIAL. 

The Admiralty ordered the Zurofuto carry 
out a series of trials similar to those success- 
fully accomplished by the Spartiate—that is 
from Hongkong to Singapore and from Singa: 
pore to Colombo. She commenced a forty 
hours’ trial-al fall power from Hongkong, but it 
had to be given up on account of the hot bear- 
ings, arid also to the fact there was a new and 
strange crew on board, She eased up, and 
they dug out and go things right, but they 
dug out and got: things right, but the full 

. power trial was not resumed, and it was thought 
advisable to do the forty hours at three-fifths 
power—that is 9,900 horse-power, or cighteen 
knots. This was successfully acc-mplished, 
the'coal consumption being 2‘4 perih.p. On 
reaching Singapore the Europa took in 700 
tons of coal, and stayed two days, On resum- 
Ing the voyage to Colambo the sixty hours’

UIMTAIONS FROM A HIGH 
SOUKCH ON AFFAIRS IN 
THE FAR EAS?7, 
——g 
_ Writing to the Pad dfali Garette, Mr. F. 
Coleman says:—Many men of: many minds 
have expresse'l ( emselves in one way and an- 


} other concerning the question of the Russian 


aggrandisement in Manchuria, Most men 
who may be descubes'as well-informed have 
accepiead the plainly evident fact that Russia 
has come to Manchuria ta stay. Few, however, 
have Lid stress upon the benefits which any 
oher partol the world except Russia might 
derive from this mave on the part of the Russian 
Government, I have had the pleasure of hear 
ing a few opinions from a very bigh diplomatic 
source-—so high, indeed, that it wotld be im- 
possible to divulye just what that source ie— 
which, to say the ! ast, deal with the Man- 
churian subject in a iost broad minded man- 
ner. Lest the reader might be inclined to 
think the views expre sed were in themselves 
indicative of ther source J may say that 
the diplumat in question is not a Russian, | 
though his knowledge of the trend of affairs in 
S*. Petersburg is almost as great as if he were 
it Minister of the Tsar in the Russian capital. 

“The first real tangible evidence of a desire 
on the part of Russa to absorb Manchuria,” 
hegan my informant, “was found in Russia's 
action at the close of the Chino-Japanese war. 
At that time Russia warned Japan away, for 
the plain a d simple reason that Russia wanted 
Manchuria for herse'l. 

“Tt is necessary lo know something of the 
men who dive been. responsible for the policy 
of Russia of Pte years to thoroughly unter 
stind Russia’> maveme: ts in the Far East. 
Alibeugh the Manctinriay question naturatly 
comes under the depaitnent of the Minister of 
Foreign ‘fairs in bussia, it is allied with the 
expenditure acd inve-tment of so much capital 
that the Minister of Finance considers it within 
his province. When Prince Lobanoff was 
Minis er of Poregin Affairs, M. Witte found na 
difficulty in securing steadfast adhesion to bis 
policy, and M. Witte’s policy is ta move slowly 
and without ostentation, avoiding all friction 
and veiling the wllimate object of his policy 10 
the utmost degree possible’ 

“With the decease of Prince Loh-noff and 
the advent into the Forciyn Office of Count 
Mouravief, his suireessor, muitters assumed a 
different aspect. Count Mourayief was a strong 
man with apolcy efhs own. |e bebheved in 
in overtacts.” twasd cto his is fluence that 
Port Arthur was obtained ter Russia His 
policy ran directly counter to that of M. Witte. 
but he was strong enough not only to formulate 
his awn policy, but to put it into execution, 
When Count Mouraviel died he was succeeded 
by Count Lamsdorf, the present Minister, 
Under hin something of Mouravi fs policy 
was decided upen, ay is ev'denced by Plancon’s 
recent demand in Inking which originated, it 
is said, with Admiral Alexieff, but was sanction-" 
ed by Lanisdorf 

“This move wag made without M. Witte 
being consulted, No one connected with it 
dreamed of arousing an. outcry in America. 
That outcry and the protest of the United 
States Government were what told Witte what 
had been done — He forced Lamsdorf straight: 
way to deny that the demands had ever been 
presented. Thus. it can be seen that Witte 
has as much influence with Lamsdorf as he 


had with Lobanoff, and without doubt as long 
as Lamsdorf and Witte hold their respective 
positions. Witte’s policy of veiled action, steady 
and slow, but srre will characterize Russia's 
policy in Manchuria, The fact that Ru-sia 
has no Ministe ial Cabinet, and no Secretary 
of State, is responsible for this recent blunder 
in diplomacy, if indeed such a childish error 
could be dignified by that name. 

“Buty regardless of what the policy of M: 
Witte or the policy’ of Caunt Mouravief bas 
accomplished in itself, together they have: 
weined Manchuria fur Russia. Ido not think 
thar the question of Russia's evacuation of 
Manchasia is worth discussing, It will never 
come to pass, ‘What the Chinese Government 
may do in the matter is not of the slightest 
‘onsequence. Frankly, what is the keinel of 
the whole trouble. ‘The condition of affairs in 
China is such that it is becoming more and 
more ev dent that we have but entered upon a 
long chain of momentous events in the Far 
East. Prince Ching will soon be called to his 
fathers, and it is very probable that the pro- 
gressive Chang Chi ‘Tung will te called upon 
tut ke his place, but the change will have no 
specific result. Under the present form of 
Gavernmentin China no individual can effect 
anything tke a reformation, And, beside, 1 
an not so sure that Ch nais really a xious to 
save Manchuria from Russia, There is reason 
to bel eve that Li Hung Chang foresaw some- 
thing of what has occurred since his death, and 
that he was of the opinion that it was wiser to 
let Manchuria go and draw the Chinese Em- 
pire proper closer together. Would the Man- 
chu dynatly lose prestige from the fact that 
Manchuria is the land of their origin? No, 


The Manchu-Government of China long since . 


ceased to be Manchu, and became Chinese, 
Manchurit has been a never-ending source of 
(yyaible to China since Chinese history began, 
and [think there are many infuential minds 
in Peking that think-China would be loser of

When the new dryd-ck at Hunters Point 
went into commission in the early part of this 
veart ere was added to the equipment of the 
porta factor which will play an important part 
in San Francisco's ability.to care for her in- 
creased commerce which is being handled with 
ships of ever increasing dimensions. The value 
of the dock was demonstraled yesterday by the 
ease with which the Pacific Mail Company’s 
big twin screw Sideria was accommodated in- 
the huge basin. 

Under the direction of Superintendent John 
Beaton, the liner was on Tuesday evening 
adjusted carefully and exactly in. the centre of 
the big dock. “The gate was closed, the water 
pumped out and yesterday morning the largest 
steamship on the Pacific was high and dry and 
in the hands of an army of scraper armed 
mechanics, who with inclustrial effort prepared 
the linen’s outside shell for another army of 
painting ‘men, . 

* Mongside the Pacific Mail dock or steamirg 
past the shipping in the harbour the Siderta 
looks something of the giant she is, but it takes 
a view in the dry-dock, where every inch of 
her hull from keel to rail can be seen, to get 
the full impression of ber enormous size. From 
the hottom of the dock, facing the vessel's stern 
nd looking up at the enormous twin screws, 
she suggesis something th which ‘the adventur- 
ous creations of Juley Verne might have taken 
tides through space and gives a somewhat 
startling idea of what is meant by a. displace- 
ment ol 18,6 o tons. 

A large number cf promi: ent shipping men 
visited: Hunters Point during the day to the 
Siberia, but more specially to inspect the basin, 
which she does sot nearly fill, The dock, 
which is one -of the largest and finest in the 
world, was planned and built by Uoward 
Holmes. It has respondedto the test of use 
in every way with satisfaction and the best 
tribute to the manner in which Holmes carried 
out his trusz is the fact that this huge piece of 
engineering was completed and is working’ per- 
fectly without the expenditure of a cent above 
the estimates of the original specifica ions. 

The Sideria is 572 feet long, The length of 
the dock is 7,0 feet, so there ig room for a fair 
sized vessel on the. deck at the same time as 
the big liner. There are bigger steamships 
coming tu this coast, but,the bu-lders of the 
new dock looked well ahead, and so fur as pre- 
sent indications go have room to a commodate 
anything likely to be built during a generation 
or two, The Afinre ats, one of Hill's new 
giants, dnd the bigges. thing marine architec.
